Dear Mr. Friedman: 

The Scientific Advisory Board, at its meeting 17 February 1956, 
accepted the proposal that its Mathematics Panel undertake a review 
of the SCAMP program and the program of mathematical research within 
the National Security Agency. It was agreed that this review would 
be undertaken when Dr. Wilks returned to the United States in the 
fall. 


Dr. Wilks, Chairman of the Mathematics Panel, is planning a 
two-day meeting on 13 and 14 December 1956 at the National Security 
Agency to initiate the program of review. It is planned to spend 
the first day in briefings to the members of the Mathematics Panel 
and such Board members as are interested in briefs of the Agency 
programs under review, with a more detailed technical follow-up for 
the second day.
